the presentation of the Historical Medal to the King of 
Italy, perhaps has not been clearly expressed to you 
in my correspondence. Paermit me to say in conclusion, 
as a member of the American Numismatic Society, that 
as the coming Centennial on February léth next is likely 
to attract the attention of ail Americans to the charaw 
ter of Abraham Lincoln, my desire was in no way to db- 
tain or seek publicity in any form, or to thrust upon 
you any position which would not be absolutely in ace 
cord with your wishes in every detail. In as much as 
I am in a position to secure what will go down as one 
of the most interesting relics of Mr. Lincoln, which 
is a part of the wood of the house in which he lived, 

and which he left prior to takine the Oath of Office 
on March 4, 1860. This is authenticated, absolutely, 
and is the encasement cf the medal in the book. This 
medal and book when suitably placed in a casket fit 
to receive it will be a numismatic piece that will be 
alike interesting to the Historian as well ag the 
Numismatist. Therefore, if the Society saw fit to 
6xprese in a few well chosen sentences the desire to 
placing such a gift in the hands of a distinguished 


Numismatist, such as the Ruler of Italy, my idea was

Your letter of March 10th came to hand a few days asc, and should have 


been answered sooner had it not been that some matters connected with the meeting 
of the Society last Saturday and some alterations, that we have been making in the 
building, took up so much of my time that I Sot a Llittie behind with my correspon— 
dence.
